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OIL PAINT AND 


THE PRICE OF COTTONSEED OIL. 


The recent sharp advance in the 
price of cottonseed oil has caused 
considerable comments in oil trade 
circles, in which opinions differ 
greatly as to the prospects of further 
appreciation. Some appear to enter- 
tain the belief that the price has now 
reached a point which they regard 
very near, as they express it, ‘‘the 
danger line,’ by which we are to un- 
derstand that any further material 
advance would cause consumers to 
use substitutes. But as all the oils 
and greases have advanced at a cor- 
responding, or even greater ratio, 
there is no oil purchasable at a lower 
price which could be used as such 
substitute. The ‘‘danger,’ therefere, 
is by no means imminent. Others 
appear to entertain the belief that 
prices must go much higher before 
@ reaction can be expected to set 
in, and among these are the crushers 
at the South, who are paying what 
may be regarded as extravagant 
prices for seed. The only effect the 
higher prices have thus far exerted 
has been on the export demand. Our 
oil is brought into competition in the 
foreign markets with the oil made in 
England from Egyptian seed, and al- 
though this is inferior in quality it is 
made to answer requirements when 
there is considerable difference in the 
prices of the two classes of oil. The 
decrease in the demand for export 


is not a matter for serious concern‘ 


under existing eonditions, as the sup- 
ply will probably not be more than 
sufficient to satisfy the requirements 
for home consumption, the latter 
having increased to a remarkable ex- 
tent. 

The present prices are by no means 
unprecedented, they having been ex- 
eceded in 1882, but since that year 
they have averaged considerably 
lower. The following tables will be 
found of interest by way of compar- 
ison, and as showing the course of 
the market. They give the average 
price per month for the pust five 
years and the average for each year:

DRUG REPORTER 


BOARD OF TRADE DRUG SECTION. 

No organization in the drug trade, 
with the exception of the National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association, 
has been of such value to the trade at 
large as the Drug Trade Section of 
the New York Board of Trade and 
Transportation. There is no mean 
selfishness nor local pride in this 
association—it aims to benefit the 
trade at large, asits efforts to defeat 
obnoxious bills brought before Con- 
gress and bearing as oppressively 
upon the wholesale druggists of one 
section of the United States as of 
those in another part of the country, 
shows. It has the welfare of the 
trade asa whole at heart and bends 
all of its energies and uses all of its 
influence to protect and advance the 
interests of every one whose affairs 
are threatened with ill-advised legis- 
lation. But it isnot the so!e object of 
“Drug Trade Section’”’ to fight the bat- 
tles of the trade in Congress or other 
legislative;halls.Claiming its attention 
are certain abuses of long standing for 
which the trade is partly responsible, 
others in which outside influences are 
not entirely lacking and some which 
are wholly the result of exactions of 
those who are not connected with the 
business — these last being abuses 
which can only be modified or re- 
moved by the concerted action of 
those who are most affected. 

To illustrate the advantages which 
have been conferred upon the drug 
trade of the country, through the ef- 
forts of this organization, it is only 
necessary to refer to the work done 
by the Drug Trade Section of the 
Board of Trade and Transportation 
since its inception in October, 1890. 
From the very beginning—and it may 


be said here that a very large propor- 
tion of the local drug trade took a per- 
sonal interest in this beginning—it 
has occupied itself with affairs that 


were of the first importance to the 
drug trade as a whole. It is only 
necessary to refer to the work done at 
the various meetings as reported in 
the Rrerorter, to ascertain how great 
an interest in the welfare of the drug 
trade is felt by the “section,” and 
what it has done, and proposes to do, 
to further such interests. 

Among the important questions 
that have have been brought before 
it, and which have had the benefit of 
the earnest work of the various com- 
mittees to which they have been re- 
ferred, may be mentioned the fire in- 
surance question, the matters of 
charges for containers, discrimina- 
tions by railrcads and other common 
carriers, the question of increasing 
the internal revenue tax on alcohol, 
and of reducing the import’dutyon the 
same, and the all important matter of 
tares. Other questions have come up 
and been decided with the thought 
fulness and care which have charac- 
terized all of the actions taken by this 
association. 

Its work in preventing legislation 
injurious to the interests of the drug 
and kindred trades when bills have 
been pending before Congress, or 
efforts have been made to secure 
action of that body adverse to the 
drug trade interests, as for instance 
the question of increasing the inter- 
nal revenue tax on distilled epirits in 
the face of the influence of the 
Whisky Trust, are probably not as 
much appreciated by the consumer as 
they will be when its part in the mat- 
ter is better known. Probably one of 
the most important actions taken by 
the section since its inception was the 
adoption of a schedule of tares appli- 
cable to most important articles in 
the drug line. The schedule ig pub- 
lished inits intirety in our news eol- 
umns this week. Copies of it will be 
sent by the ‘“‘section”’ to all inter- 
ested parties in the country. It hag 


been very carefully prepared and ig 
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the result of study on the part of the 
committee entrusted with the work 
of formulating it, and there is no 
doubt that it will be accepted and 
used as the standard by the drug 
trade of the United States. 

The drug section is well organized, 
well officered, and its standing com- 
mittees are composed of men who are 
prominent in local and national drug 
trade circles, and who are ready 
to faithfully perform the duties im- 
posed upon them. Its membership 
includes nearly allof the important 
firms engaged in the drug and kin- 
dred businesses tn this city, andjudg- 
ing from the benefits it has already 
secured to its members, and to those 
even who have not yet seen fit to 
identify their interests with it, it 
promises to become a tower of 
strength to the trade, and a refuge 
for, and defender of, those who are 
oppressed by unjust or hampering 
exactions, whether of a legislative or 
trade character. 
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THE OPIUM SITUATION. 


It is customary at this time of the 
year to receive letter and cable de- 
spatches from Smyrna giving the 
most dolorous accounts of the opium 
crop prospects, and no departure from 
the rule has been made this year 
The ordinary buyer is prepared to 
receive such statements, but he is 
disposed to make due allowance forthe 
exggeration, prompted by selfiaterest, 
which characterize nearly all reports 
emanating from the primary market. 
For several weeks past all accounts 
from Smyrna have agreed in stating 
that the extremely unfavorable 
weather prevailing since the begin- 
ning of the winter sowing season, 
had very greatly reduced the proba- 
bilities of harvesting even an ordinary 
crop, and that equally unpropitious 
meteorological conditions have ban- 
ished all hope that the result of the 
spring sewings will make up for the 
deficiency in the earlier crop. The 
winter in Turkey is said to have been 
unusual severe,and is compared with 
those of 1874 and 1880,in both of which 
years the output of opium was much 
below the average. There can be no 
doubt that the weather has been most 
unfavorable, at least, up to the time 
of last mail advices, but in the 
interim changes may have occurred 
that would materially affect the out- 
look, This theory is borneout by the 
fact that within the past day or two 
cables have been received here quot- 
ing slightly easier prices in the 
Smyrna market. Prior to that the 
large holders refused to name a price 
and were accumulating what stock 
they could by purchasing the smali 
lots some of the less pretentious huld- 
ers were ready to release, and, accord- 
ing to report, had even sent orders to 


London. 

Of course it may be assumed that 
these parties have made lower quo 
tations for the effect such action 
would have upon the smaller holders, 
but it is equally probable that the 
easier feclingin Smyrna has resulted, 
partially at least, from natural condi- 
tions. Of that, however, we can not 
be certain until fuller reports come 
by mail. Itis certain, however, that 
a break in the Smyrna market would 
not have occurred at this time had 
tho demand from the United States 
continued, for it is held, with a good 
dal of reason, that the strength re- 
cently displayed by the primary mar- 
ket has been due quite as much to 
the interest manifested by 
ican buyers as to any other 
cause.

Boston Board of Trade on the Alcohol 
Trust. 


Boston, Feb. 21, 1893. 

The Boston Associated Board of 
Trade met on Wednesday evening, 
the occasion being the monthly meet- 
ing and dinner. The most important 
matter taken up on this occasion was 
the consideration of the resolutions 
presented by the Paint and Oil Club 
of New England through its dele- 
gates. The subject created intense 
interest. 

Mr. George L. Gould was the prin- 
cipal speaker and discussed the reso- 
lutions at lengtb, covering thoroughly 
the ground ajready gone overin the 
REPORTER. 

Brief remarks were also made by 
Hon. Hersey B. Goodwin, Hon. Wm. 
B. Rice and W. R. Chester, after which 
the resolutions were passed, as fol- 
lows: 

Wuersas, The corporation called 
the Distilling and Cattle Feeding Co., 
better known as the Whiskey Trust, 
is attempting to destroy competition 
by controlling the output of alcohol, 
and by trying to coerce dealers to buy 
of them through a system of rebates, 
payable in six months, provided buy- 
ers purchase only of them, and did 
succeed within 60 days in advancin 
the price of alcohol 40 cents per gual- 
lon while the first cost of the article 
is said to be less than 30cents per gal- 
lon, and 

Wuereas, The Trust is now said to 
be seeking to further increase its 
profits on its large stock in bond by 
trying to induce Congress to advance 
the tax on whiskey from 90 cents to 
$1 25 per gallon, which means an in- 
crease of tax on every gallon of alco- 
hol of 65 cents per gallon, without 
much, if any, increase in the revenue 
to the Government for a long time to 
come, on account of the immense 
stock controlled by it; therefore be it 

Resolved, By the Boston Associated 
Board of Trade that the business 
methods of the Distilling and Cattle 
Feeding Company are un-American, 
are open to the charge of illegality, 
and deserve the condemnation of the 
entire business community. 

Resolved, That this board is strong- 
ly opposed to any increase of tax on 
whiskey,which will thereby iucrease 
the tax on alcohol. 

Resolved, That we are in favor of as 
low a duty and excise upon alcohol 
used for scientific purposes in the in- 
dustrial arts, and in medical prepara- 
tions, as the revenue needs of the 
government will permit, and as can 
be applied without opening a door to 
frauds upon the revenuc from spirits, 

Resolved, That whether the new 
tariff be for a revenue only, or in 
some degree for protection, the duties 
on alcohol should be fairly oes. 
tionate to the excise taxes and to the 
measure of, protection extended to 
other industries.

The terrible wind storm that passed 
over the southwest Sunday night 
pe ed havoc with the derricks in the 

eDonald, McCurdy and Forest 
Grove flelda. Nothing as serious in 
point of destructiveness has visited 
the fields since they were first devel 
oped. Near Oakdale tke Forest Oil 
Company had six rigs blown down. 
The Tidal Oil Company lost the rigs 
at Nos. 10 and 12 Marshall. No. 10 
was drilling on top of the fifth sand 
when the cyclone struck it. In the 
McOurdy field there were twelve rigs 
destroyei, and at Forest Grove half 
as many as in the McCurdy field. 


While the German steamship Elsie 
Marie was proceeding up the Schuyl- 
kill River last week she stuck at the 
Penrose Ferry drawbridge. Neither 
the bridge nor the steamer could be 
bulged, and navigation was suspend- 
ed until the vessel had been gotten 
out. The Elsie Marie draws 24 feet 
of water, and remained where she 
was until the southerly winds; rolled 
in a high tide sufficiently to fioat her. 
The vessel struck on a rock in the 
Delaware River off Thurlow and was 
returning to Point Breeze to dis- 
charge her cargo of 1,500,000 gallons 
of retined petroleumin bulk and dock 
for repairs, having sprung a leak, 

Last Tuesday's blaze in the offices 
of the Distillers and Cattle Feeders’ 
Company, at Peoria, has provoked no 
little commentin the West. The offi- 
cers of the corporation say. that as 
the fire occured on the third floor, and 
as all valuable books and papers were 
on the first and second floors, the 
company’s records are intact. On the 
other hand, the enemies of the con- 
cern suggest that the word “ valua- 
ble”’ has a variety of interpretations 
and that books which were considered 
useless, or worse than useless, might 
have been accidentally left in the 
rooms swept by the flames and so 
have perished. Congressman Hol- 
man’s committee unfortunately reen- 
tered upon its investigations upon the 
same day. The fire is said to have 
been caused by a defective flue. 

Natural gas and its relation to fire 
undergriting in Indiana is the center 
of much attention. On account of

bers of the trade of Boston do not, by 
any means, agree upon this subject.

Others believe that to admitforeign 
alcohol here, as would be done were 
the duty removed, would be a direct 
and decided injury to business. 

One prominent dealer spoke forci- 
bly against it, saying that it was folly 
to reduce the duty and deprive the 
government of the large revenue 
which it needs, and cited the present 
situation of the monetary question, 
which is now receiving the seridus 
attention of the Secretary of the

Vanilla Beans. 


Messrs. Leo. Bernard & Co.,import- 
ers, say, in regard to the vanilla mar- 
ket, that the high prices prevalent for 
a considerable time past «re due, not 
to speculation, but to actual shortage 
in the Bourbon and Mexican crops.

Tare on Drugs. 


Following is the amended report of 
the Committee on Tares of the Dru 
Trade Section of the New York Boar 
of Trade and Transportation, adopted 
at the last ae 

That all drugs, the price of which in 
original bales and bags is under 10 
cents per pound, shall be invoiced 
zross for net. That in case of double, 
extra, or unusual bagging, a suitable 
allowance for extra tare is to be al- 
lowed by seller. That on all goods in 
matting, actual tare is to be allowed, 
except as otherwise specified in the 
following list: 

The committee define actual 
tare to be the real tare the tare 
of each package being actually 
ascertained to the satisfaction 
of buyer and seller. Average 
tare, where a few (or definite number) 
of the packages being weighed, their 
mean average is regarded as the act- 
ual tare of euch package. Invoice 
Tare—By this is understood the tare 
allowed by the foreign shipper. 

The following list of customary 
tares has been carefully prepared by 
thecommittee,and is respectfully sub- 
mitted to the members of the dru 
trade section of the New York Boar 
of Trade and Transportation.

give our best and earnest efforts. To 
say that the plan is perfect would be 
idle talk. No plan ever was or ever 
will be perfect. 
In this great city of Chicago we 
have experienced the anomalous con- 
dition of having the very houses that 
had been loudest in their protesta- 
tions of faith with the retailer to be 
the source of supply under a pseu- 
donym to the only cutter we have 
ever had tillnow. If the wholesaler 
will not deal honorably what good 
will any ear do? If our jobbers do 
not see that their interests are identi- 
| fled with ours, if they do not agree 
| with us, then we cannot expect deal-

| our own people forsake us, then it is

operation, and our own wholesalers 

will be solely responsible for the dis-

Well, gentlemen, let it be enforced 
fully and wholly, and if your pledge 


of honor at Montreal is to be held in- 
violate, and those simple, plain reso. 
lutions (with so much meaning) shall 
be put into effect, then, gentlemen, 
the time has come to act. Redeem 
ourselves, for if the A. P.A. plan 
ails, you cannot blame us for holding 
you responsible. Your conduct pas 
challenged criticism and invites the 
question of bringing manufacturer 
and retailer closer together without 
your agency, and has invited jobbers 
and brokers to establish and secure 
the trade of Chicago and the North- 
west on the plan suggested by this 
committee. hat an opening fora 
house with this motto emblazoned in 
letters of gold on its shield—*' We sell 
only to members of the Inter-State 
Retail Druggists’ League.” 

The country druggist watches you 
and does not sympathize with any 
abbettors of the cutters. 

To day, it is war against unfair 
competition ; to. morrow, it may be a 
freeforalifight Preposterous boasts, 
presumptuous claims will be made to 
attract trade. Here Peter will shriek, 
**I do the biggest business.’’ There 
Paul will say, ‘‘I keep the purest 
drugs.”” The _ ten thousand-dollar- 
rent a will try to down the 
three - hundred- dollar - rent - druggist 
by comparing numbers of prescrip- 
tions, and the war will end in dis 
grace, disaster and ruin. 

We earnestly request the retailer 
not to weaken one inch, but to stand 
by the A. P. A. plan till its strength 
or weakness has been proved. The 
public knows full well that no mer- 
chant can do business, pay rent and 
help, unless he makes a fair margin 
of profit. That prescriptions should 
be charged for solely with reference 
to the cost of the ingredients, is 
simply the bo of ignorant, not 
to say unprincipled, reporters of the 
peney ress, aud as ridiculous as it 
woul to expect the physician to 
charge for service rendered, propor- 
tionately to the cost of the little piece 
of paper upon which he has written 
the prescription. One argument is 
just as logical as the other. 

The clap-trap- minstrel - show- bill 
style of auvertising is only an evan- 
escent character and has no elements 
of successinit. Imitation druggists 
must go. Chicago does not want to 
see drug stores and saloons combined, 
and our citizens will help us in our 
appeal to the Legislature to divorce 
saloon and anew for ever. 

We file official notice to the entire 
jobbing trade of the country who the 
cutters are, and we intend to extend 
the effect of the A. P. A. plan to all 
cutters, may they be of the whisky- 
shop or the bargain-counter style of 
our own members, and we insist that 
the proprietors pull in their stock 
from all the fire sales. redeem them 
with fresh grees and hereafter keep 
these out of the auction shops.

Review of the Scottish Oil and Paraf- 
fin Industries in 1892. 


Between five and six years ago, 
viz., in 1887, things looked critically 
grave for these industries, brought 
about to a large extent by over multi 
plication of works, and consequent 
keenness of competition. The ex- 
treme danger led to combination in 
that black year, with the view of re 
storing product values to a remuner- 
tive mark, and maliataining them 
there. It was quite e1ough to have 
to fight a powerful foreign rivalry, 
without keeping up a ruinous fight 
amongst themselves. The combina 
nation held, and even led to an agree- 
ment with the American producers of 
solid paratin, for the upholding of 
better prices in that section here and 
on the continent. When the Scot- 
tish companies balanced in 1888, tnere 
was hardly anything to divide, which 
showed the narrowness of the shave 
for had the competition not been 
stopped in the previous year, a num- 
ber of them would inevitably have- 

netosmash. There was a visible 
mprovement in 1889, and the reselt of 
1890 showed a further gain. The 
Scotch railway strike, by which 1891 
was ushered in, entailed loss on these 
companies, but the healthier of them 
seemed still to be maklng way when 
the annual time of balancing came, 
although the less vigorous showed 
epee of uneasiness, one of them (the 

est Lothian) giving up the siruggle 
and going into liquidation. 

At the opening of 1892 the feeling 
generally prevailed that something 












































was going to happen. Agreement 
with the American makers of scale 
and wax fell to be renewed at the close 
of January, but this did not come off 
cordially as heretofore, and rupture 
was barely averted. The old values 
were continued, but the chief users, 
the associated candlemakers of Great 
Britain, rebelled, and refused to a 
until some drop was conceded. Bot 
held firm for months; unsold stocks 
of scale and wax became very large, 
and the poorer companies were at 
their wits’ end for money wherewith 
to jog along. Meanwhile the combiaa- 
tion between the Scotch makers them- 
selves continued nominally intact, 
and in August the new season’s prices 
of burning oil were refixed, the values 
of the pieVious year being continued, 
and on - basis large contracts were 
booked. In this section matters were 
fairly healthy, prices being at least 
sufficient, if not very lucrative. Pro- 
ducts impossible of being artifically 
upheld are sulphate of ammofiia and 
lubricating oils, these having to fol 
low the general market. The former 
have ruled re low, and the 
lubricants suffered a fall all round, so 
that there were no quotations dis- 
tinctly remunerative except those for 
paraffin scale and wax, the buying of 
which, as we have seen, had stopped. 
Coupled with low product values also 
were the high costs for thechemicals, 
fuel,and labor necessary in the manu 
facture, If the candle makers had tired 
of their struggle and resumed buying 
matters might have rubbed on, but 
they held obstinately to their conten- 
tion. The companies became still 
more sorely pressed for money, and 
the Burntisland called up its remain- 
ing ten shillings of capital, followed 
shortly after py the announcement 
that unless it could raise £70,000 of 
new debenture stock at once, the con 
cern would be done for. There were 
no investors, and the Burntisland ac- 
cordingly drifted into liquidation. 
This took place in September, and it 
being seen that the large accumula- 
tion of seale and wax at the Burnt- 
island works would have to go on the 
market for whatever they would fetch, 
the disaster gave the finishing blow 
to combination. The Pumpherston 
Company, one of the strongest of the 
few strong ones  remaining— 
“strength” being used here only ina 
comparative sense—withdrew from 
the Scottish Mineral Oil Association 
and from the American agreement, 
offering its scaie and wax at a reduc- 
tion of ahalfpenny a pound. Agree- 
ment thereupon collapsed all over the 
field, and there was a rush upon the 
market with these accumulations of 
scale, causing a drop of from about 
3d. per lb. to 1%d. or less. The 
gravity of this fall may be partly es- 
timated on remembering what this 
signifies to the annual revenue of the 
industry. It has been calculated that 
the fall means leakage of revenueto 
the extent of £200,000. The Americans 
acquiesced in the break-up almost 
cheerfully, and there was reason to 
infer that of late they had become 
careless about the maintenance of 
the compact with the Scotch makers. 
They at once reduced prices of scale 
and inoreased the bulk of their im- 
portations of the same into this coun- 
try, followed shortly by a reduction 
in their price of refined petroleum, 
all of which tells sorely against the 
Scotch industry. Coming close at 
the back of the fallof the Burntisland 
Oompany (once a powerful 20 per 
62snt. paying concern) were indica- 
t'ons of extremity on the part of the 
Clippens Company, an affair of very 
large capital, and at one time held to 
be eee solid aud prosperous. 
Within brief space the liquidation of 
the Clippens had to be announced, 
and it is now being wound up. In 
the case of the Burntisland, and also 
of the Clippens, it was proposed to 
continue operations in the hope of 
retrieving,or at least tilla better time 
for realizing would arrive, and in this 
proposal the creditors (or the great 
majority of them) concurred equally 
with the shareholders, but the gen- 
eral outlook is so bad that the Court 


of Session has refused santion 
to any such _ hap-hazard  con- 
trivance and indeed it seems 


clear that to continue operations now 
would be only to fritter away more of 
the assets. At the same time the 
forced sale of mineral oil plant at 
present must prove disastrousjenough. 
Lhe plant and mineral of the West Lo- 
thian Oil Company (stopped more than 
a year ago) were durirg the year put 
up for auction sale at £20,000, then at 
£10,000, and again at £5,000, but there 
seemed nebody wanting that sort’ of 
property at any price, and unsold itis 
to this day. 

During the past three months a 
movement has been on foot amongst 


the Scotch Oil Companies and others, 
for the restriction of American petro- 
leum imported into this country toa 
flash point of not lower than 100 de- 
grees, on the plea (well supported by 
argument and expe iment) that there 
is no assurance of safety to the user 
at any lower mark. Scotch burning 
oil is never sold with a lower flash- 
point and if the American article were 
restricted to the same, the increased 
refining necessary to expel the naph- 
tha which causes the low aa 
would raise the price sufficiently to 
confer a great boon upon the Scotch 
industry. Even an advance of so 
little as one halfpenny a gallon would 
be a material benefit, without appre- 
ciably affecting the pocket of the con- 
sumer, andin this direction some re- 
lief is looked for, the matter mean- 
while being in the hands of a small 
committee of the Scottish section of 
the Society of Chemical Industry. 

Throughout the year the fall of 
share values on the Exchanges have 
been truly disastrous, and it may be 
said that, within a few years, between 
two and three millions of invested 
money has been totally lost. Leaving 
out two, or at the most three, of the 
companies, oil shares in the market 
are pecnee. valueless, Young’s 
Paraffin and Mineral Oil Company, 
the oldest, and but lately reputed the 
the strongest, during 1892 yee 5 per 
cent on ordinary stock, and the year 
before 9, and yet, on rumorsof the re- 
maining 20 shillings of capital being 
likely to be called up towards the 
close of the year, holders were next 
door to parting with their shares for 
nothing. Since the opening of 1893 
this 20 shillings has been called, and 
although there is now no further risk 
that way, there have been eager sell- 
ers at less than the amount of the 
call, During 1892 only two other 
companies paid anything,the Brox- 
burn and the Pumpherston, And it 
has to be remembered, too, that since 
the middle of 1892 there has been 
some relief in rather cheaper costs of 
fuel and chemicals, and ia two drops 
in workmen’s wages. 

The following table shows the tre- 
mendous shrinkage which has taken 
place in about two years:

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Manufacture of Potash, Soda and Mag- 
nesia from Kainit. 


In Le Genie Civil, M. D. Lidersky 
describes the new process adopted by 
the Buckau Chemical Company, of 
Magdeburg, for producing pure pot- 
ash, soda and magnesia from the 
kainit deposit of Stassfurth, Germany. 
Most of this kainit is sold as manure, 
and only a very little has been em 
ployed in the manufacture of potash, 
partly because s0 many useless by- 
products were found, and partly be- 
cause it was difficult to obtain a pure 
potash with the Leblanc process, 
which was the only one employed. 
The new process uses up all the by- 
products, and besides potash it pro- 
duces soda, calcined magnesia crystal- 
ized sulphate of lime, hydrochloric 
acid and sulphuric acid. The average 
composition of the kainit used is 
MgSO, 16-18%; K,SO, 22-24%; NaOl 
30-34%. These salts are first convert 
ed uniformly into sulphated, by treat- 
ment with sulphuric acid. The hydro- 
chloric acid produced is condensed. 
Concentrated milk of lime is then 
added to the boiling solution of sul 
phates to decompose the magnesium 
sulphate. The lime dissolves, but 
when left at rest for some days after 
slow cooling, the sulphate of lime 
separates out as a heavy crystaline 
powder covered with a lighter depusit 
of magnesia, The solution is then re 
moved and the magnesia and sulphate 
of lime washed, separated, and col- 
lected in a filter press. The solution 
is then treated fur the separation of 
toe potassium and sodium salts, Bar- 





ium sulphide is added with the result- 
ing production of insoluble barium 
sulphate and solutions of the alkaline 
sulphides. ‘The solution is boiled 
down to a strength of 20° B. and sub- 
jected to the action of pure carbonic 
acid gas obtained from the decomposi- 
tionof alkaline bicarbonates. The sul- 
phides are decomposed ; sulphuretted 
pet gee is evolved, and bicarbonate 
of soda and potash formed. The sul- 
phuretted hydrogen is burned and 
converted into sulphuric acid. The 
bicarbonate of soda is almost insoluble 
in the cold solution, and is separated 
by filtration. The potassium bicar- 
bonate is obtained by boiling down 
the filtered liquid. The bicarbonates 
are ealcined into neutral carbonates, 
and the carbonic acid gas driven off 
is employed in the decomposition of 
the alkaline sulphides,

The Examination of Soap. 
BY M. E. DEISS. 


The results of a large number of 
experiments have led the author to 
the conclusion that soap can be easily 
and accurately analyzed by means of 
volumetric methods. Olive oil soap, 
for example is examined in the fol- 
lowing way: ten gms. of soap are dis- 
solved in 100 ¢.b.c of strong alcohol 
on the water bath, the solution imme- 
diately saturated with carbonic acid, 
in order to take up the free alkali, 
and the insoluble sodium carbonate 
filtered off and washed with hot alco- 
hol. The alcoholic solution, which 
contains the combined alkali and the 
fatty acids, is diluted with a little 
water, afew drops of methl orange 
added, and then titrated with normal 
hydrochloric acid. The combined al- 
kali is thus found, and its amount 
obtained as sodium oxide (Na,O) by 
multiplying the number of c.b.c's. 
used by 0°031, whilst the fatty acids 
present in the ten gms, of soap are 
given by multiplying by 0°280. This 
number 0°280 is the saponification 
equivalent of the olive oil used in the 
soap industry, and ‘has been deter- 
mined by a large number of experi- 
ments. 

To determine the free alkali, the 
residue of sodium carbonate 1s dite 
solved in hot water, and titrated with 
decinormal acid, in the presence of 
methl orange.

By means of this method 
other additions which are insoluble 
in alcohol, such as tale, heavy spar. 
etc , can also be detected. 

When a soap has been examined 
which has been made from a mixture 
of oils, the saponification equivalent 
to the acids contained in them must 
first be determined. This can be 
done by dissolving the dried and 
washed acids liberated from a solu- 
tion of 2 gms. of soapin 20 c.b.c of 
alcohol and titrating with decinormal 
acid in the presence of phenol-phtha- 
lein, The number found as the 
saponification equivalent is then 
employed instead of 0°280—Rev. Ine 
ternat. des Falsijficat. 
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Seneca Indian Lands Leased to Petro- 
leum Producers. 


Representative Hooker recently se- 
cured another legislative triumph 
through the passage by the Senate, 
unanimously of his bill to ratify and 
confirm the agreement made between 
the Seneca Nation of Indians and 
William B. Barker of Fredonia. On 
January 16th, Mr. Hooker first intro- 
duced this billin the House. Thus in 
less than 30 days it has passed 
through the House and Senate Oum- 
mittees on Indian Affairs, (through 
the latter body on motion of Senator 
Hill) been approved by the Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs. 

That itis an important measure is 
shown in the following report of the 
House committee: 

“The agreement provides for the 
leasing of the oil springs at Cattar- 
augus and Allegany reservations, ex- 
cepting therefrom such portions as 
have been heretofore leaged fur vil- 
lage purposes, for the purpose of bor- 
ing for gas and oil, with the ex- 
clusive right to enter upon such lands 
to conduct such mining operations; 
also the right of way over and 
across said lands, the use of a 
sufficient amount of land on 
which to erect suitable buildings- 
derricks and tanks for the prose. 
cution of the work and the storage of 
any of the products thereof; also the 
right to lay pipe lines on, across 0 
under the land for conveying steam 
water, gas, oil or other products; th 
free use of sufficient water, if foun

on the premises, and the right to re- 


move any machinery, fixtures, oil, 


steam, gas or water lines placed upon 
said lands b 


the lease is for 10 years from the date 
of the agreement, and. so long there 


after as gasor oil shall be produced 


in paying quantities.’’ 


In consideration of the grant of 
such rights and privileges, Barker 
azrees to deliver to the Seneca Na- 
tion an eighth _— of all petroleum 


produced, to deliver it free of charge 


to the credit of the Seneca Nation in 
some responsible pipe line; to permit 
tne Seneca Nation to use and enjoy 
the property, except such part as 


shall necessarily be used and occu- 
ote in his operations for oil and gas. 
hat no wells shall be drilled nor any 


buildings or tanks for the storage of 
oil shall be erected nearer than 200 


feet to any dwelling house or barn on 


any of said lands, and that all gas or 


water lines laid across the cultivated 
fields shall be buried beneath the 
reach of the plow. 

He also agrees that for each gas 


well where gas is found in sufficient 


volume to utilize by piping to a dis- 
tance, he will pay the [Indians the an- 
nual sum of $40, payable to the treas- 
urer of the Seneca Nation at Sala- 
manca on January 15th, which sum 
shall be full consideration for the pro- 
duct ofeach of said gas producing 
wells. 

Barker agrees to begin one well 
within six months from the date of 
the final confirmatiun of this lease, to 
prosecute drilling with reasonable 
diligence on said well and to drill to 
adepth of 3,000 feet, should it be 
found necessary in order to properly 
and thoroughly test the territory. 
Should oil or gas be found in said 
well in paying quantities, not less 
than two additional wells are to be 
drilled each year thereafter until a 
sufficient number have been drilled 
to properly protect the lands from 
contiguous operations by other part 
ies. Should oilor gas not be found 
in paying quantities in the first test 
well, a second test well shall be com- 
pleted within a year afterward, and a 
third, fourth and fifth test well may 
be drilled under like conditions; and 
that in case of the failure to find gas 
or oilin paying quantities in any of 
said five test wells, then the lease 
shall be and become absolutely null 
aad void. Barker has the right to 
drill on _ part of the lands. Any 
family of the Seneca Nation living on 
either side of reservations shall have 
the right to use the gas and take it 
from any gas or pipe lines leading 
from any of the wells for fuel or for do- 
mestic purposes free of charge. 





Kerosene Shale in New South Wales. 


REPOKT BY VICE CONSUL ALEXANDER 
CAMERON, 


During 1891 kerosene shale was ex- 
ported from New South Wales to the 
extent of 34,652 tons, valved at £101,- 
288, Thetotal quantity produced was 
40,349 tons. as against 56,010 tons in 
1890. There are three localities— 
Katoomba, Hartley Vale, and Joadja 
Creek—where itis extensively worked, 
and it is known to exist in many 
other parts of the colony. Qualities 
differ very vaterially, the best bein 
used for gas-making purposes an 
the remainder in the manufacture of 
oil, etc. For the latter the shale is 
placed in retorts containing about 25 
cwts each and heated, when the oil 
exudes in a crude state, the more vol- 
atile parts passing of as gas, which, 
however, is utilized. The liquid is 
then drained off into stills to be freed 
from other volatiie and overinflam 
mable matter; it is then pumped into 
large vertical boilers and heated in 
conjunction with certain chemicals 
and thus denuded of all impurities, 
the result being a pure kerosene oil, 
poe preferred here to the major- 

ty of the imported article. A good 
lubricant is also produced, and a 
clear, alabaster looking wax is ob- 
tained, which is used in candle-mak- 
ing, besides other by products of 
value. By an ingenious mechanical 
contrivance the 2 gallon tins in which 
the oil is packed are made in acouple 
of minutes, and the wooden cases ior 
two tins each are also turned out by 
machinery. Nearly 2,000,000 gallons 
are imported annually from the 
United States, and, coming from wells 
and necessitating comparatively little 
preparation, itis placed on the market 
at so low a rate as to provea formida- 
ble competitor to the native manu- 
facturer. 

With certain modifications, shale 
is obtained in a similar manner to 
coal, the wages paid per day being, 
on an average, as follows:

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The Scottish Oil Trade. 


The past month has been an event- 
ful one in the history of the Scottish 
mineral oil trade. As already stated, 
the Burntisland Oil a. found 
it necessary to go into liquidation, 
and ir the middle of the month all 
the miners received orders to lift their 
tools, as their services were no longer 
required. The works of the company 
were exposed for sale by auction at 
the upset price £25,000, but there was 
no offer. A statement issued in the 
latter part of January by the liqui- 
dators of the Clippens Oil Company 
shows that. as compareed with March 
31 last, the deficiency of the free 
available assets of the company had 
increased at the date of liquidation 
from £19,619 to £60,406, or £40,787, of 
which, however, £16,183 was ex- 
pended on outlay, leaving a balance 
of £24,604 as direct luss on the opera- 
tionsof the company. In the opiniun 
of the liquidators this los is net likely 
torecur unlessin avery modified form, 
and they are satistied that the greater 
portion of it has arisen from the nec- 
essity of keeping the works at Clip- 
pens going until the stocks of oil 
there had peen reduced. These works 
have now been practically abandoned 
and there is sutlicient value in build 
ings and pl:n to meet the unsettled 
claims of the landlord. A careful ex- 
amination of the mines at Staiton 
and Pentland completely confirms 
the general opinion that the shale 
field there is a very valuable one and 
capable of being worked at a protit 
even in the present depressed state of 
the oil market. The creditors of the 
Clippens Company afterwards met in 
Glasgow, and, in accordance with a 
suggestion by the liquidators author- 
ized them to carry on the works 
until the end of March to get the 
benefit of the suggested improve 
ments in various departments of the 
Company’s business. If the results 
are satisfactory the liquidators will 
submit a scheme for the reconstruc 
tion of the Company. In the course 
of the month thedirectors of Young’s 
Paraffin Light and Mineral Oil Com- 
pany intimated a call of £1 on the 
ordinary shures, equal to £113,202, to 
meet the unconverted balance of the 
6 per cent. debentures issued in 1887. 
At that time £285,000 of this stock was 
issued, convertible within five years 
into ordinary shares at par. The 
unconverted balance, amounting to 
£159,144, matured on July 31 last, and 
was Offered to existing holders and 
shareholders, but was inadequately 
subscribed for. The intention of the 
directors was to offer the balance to 
the public, but, owing to the depressed 





state of the oil trade, it had _be- 


come necessary to make a _ final 


call of £1, on the shareholders. 
The directors state that «hile 
prices of products, particulaily of solid 


paraffin and candles, are reduced as 
compared with those of last year, a 
great deal has been accomplished in 
the reduction of costs, these having 
been lower in the last quarter « f the 
year than at any for mer pericd, while 
in the current quarter a further de 
crease in cost is anticipated. By this 
last call the directors will save the 
interest hitherto paid on the borrowed 
money, so that altogether the outlook 
of the company is brighter than it 
was in the early part of 1892. In the 
course of the month a scheme for the 
amalgamation of all the existin 
mineral oil companies in Scotlan 
was proposed by a London syndicate, 
but, after being fully considered by 
those interested, was found to be un- 
workable, and has therefore fallen 
through. Mr. Bedford, of the Stan- 
dard Oil Company of America, will 
arrive in this country from New York 
in the course of a few days, and it is 
hoped that some arrangement will 
then be made whereby the trade will 
be put on a satisfactory footing. 
In the meantime all the various 
departments continue busy. The 
stocks of burning oil, especialiy those 
in the hands of the leading makers, 
are practically cleared out, and there 
is a good demand all round, Prices 
are unchanged, viz, 5%d for standard 
No. 1 oil. Lubricating oils of all 
gravities are being inquired for. The 
heavier grades, 890° and 885°, are in 
good demand, while 865° oil is in 
special request, with the result that 
there is a scarcity of the last-men- 
tioned oil, and the quotation for 
prompt delivery has advanced to £4 
per ton. Future prospects are also 
considered favorable. A large busi- 
ness is passing at present in wax and 
scale at current rates, while the can- 
dle-makers are busy at the low price 
of about 3s 3d per dozen pounds of 
standard quality. Sulphate of am- 
monia is very strong, £10 10s having 
been paid for spot delivery. For for- 
ward delivery there has been more 
inquiry than of late, but no transac 
tions are reported. Naphtha is slow of 
sale at 54d per gallon.—Oil Trade 
Review.

Petroleum in Ecuador. 


The British consul at Quito reports 
as follows on the petroleum discover- 
ies in Ecuador :— 

Petroleum is also found in various 
places. It is specially abundant in 
the St. Helena district to the north- 
west of Guayaquil, where it lies in 
pools on the ground and is to be-seen 
floating on the adjvining sea. Hith 
erto, owing to apathy and to restric 
tions of various kinds, it has not been 
worked save to supply the neighbor- 
ing town of Guayaquil with light and 
with pitch for vessels, but a very 
favorable mining law having been 
passed in the late Congress, it may be 
expected that advantage will now be 
taken of what is described as the un 
limited supply of eil; in fact, a syn- 
dicate is in course of formation to 
purcuase and dispose of the district 
to European or North American com- 
panies. The climate is good and the 
geographical position very favorable, 
as the oil. moreover, is actually on the 
coast and there are two ports. If the 
enterprise succeed, Ecuadorian kero 
sene 7 possibly contest in the mar- 
kets of N rth America, of Europe, and 
of the east, with oil from the United 
States and from Baku.

The company have abundant cap- 
ital, which will be judiciously and 
economically expended in carrying 
on the large business in a manner to 
meet the requirements of the trade 
and of consumers inall parts of the 
country. They are free and inde- 
pendent of all trusts and combina- 
tions, while they will serve the public 
with the best a.d purest white or red 
lead in the market The ‘Eagle 
Brand,” which has been famous in 
the markets of the country for the past 
half century, will be retained, and it 
will be signiticant of even greater per- 
fection in the future than inthe past. 

The officers of the company are 
John B. Swift, president; Jas. H. 
Prince, vice-president; J. Gordon 
Tayler, secretary; H. Hardinghaus, 
jr., treasurer; Thomas T. Swift, 
superintendent, and Joseph Hummel, 
general agent. 

These gentlemen are thoroughly 
posted and experienced in the manu- 
faeture of white lead, having had 
years of experience in the bueinegs, 
while the superintendent and assist- 
ants are experts, practically and 
scientifically.—E.wxchange. 





Lead and Zinc Mining Industry of Mis- 
souri and Kansas in 1892. 


BY J. R. HOLIBAUGH, 


This review is confined to an area 
in Southwest Missouri and Southeast 
Kansas, of about 60 miles from east 
to west, by 30 miles from north to 
south; or extending frem Aurora, 
Mo., on the east, to Galena and Em- 
pire, Kan., on the west, the northern 
boundary beginning at Alba, Mo., 
the southern at Newtonia and Pi- 
oneer. 

Twenty years ago no zine ore had 
been mined from this area, and but 
little was known concerning the value 
or extent of its ore deposits. Theex- 
ploration of the lead mines led to the 
opening up of what have proved to 
be the most expensive zine ore de 
posits in the world, and have attracted 
the attention of capitalists of this 
country and of Europe. Up to three 
years ago the mines were worked in 
the most primitive manner, but great 
progress has been made in adopting 
improved machinery and modern 
methods of mining. The lead and 
zine mining industry has built up 
such large and prosperous towns as 
Joplin, with a population of 18,000; 
Webb City, 8,000, and Custerville, 
6,000, with many others of less im- 
portance. 

The market value of zins ore on 
January Ist, 1892, was from $23 50 to 
$24 per ton of 2,000 lbs at the mines, 
and, as there was only a small stock 
on hand at that time, the output of 
each week was taken promptly by the 
smelters. Asthe year advanced and 
the output increased, the price de- 
clined to $21 50 to $22 60 per ton, at 
which figures the large operators 
stocked their output, and then made 
sales of 300 to 50U ton lots. It was ex- 
pected that European buyers would 
enter the market, but as satisfactory 
rates of transportation could not be 
arranged, not more than 3,000 tons of 
ore was shipped abroad during the 
year. The Empire Zinc Company 
aepree 60 tons of spelter to Europe, 
and it is believed that it will prove 
more profitable to ship the metal 
there than the ore. The following 
are a few of the more prominent 
mines: At Joplin the Granb Mining 
and Smelting Company is the oldest 
concern, and owns several hundred 
acres of mining land, which it leases 
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out in mining lots of 200x200 ft to 
miners on the royalty plan. The 
Oswego Mining Company owns 70 
acres of mining land’ within the cor- 
rate limits of Joplin, subdivided 
nto mining lots many of which are 
leased out on royalty to miners and 
mining companies. ihe Guinn & 
Loyd mining lands of 400 acres have 
been closed down the greater part of 
the year, but have recently resumed 
operations. The Roaring ane 
Land and Mining Oompany, the 
O’Keef mines and the Mahaska Min 
ing Company, Ltd, are old and 
steady Pee ucers. South of these isa 
tract of 200acres, Eagle Mines, owned 
and operated by the Empire Zinz 
enreay, W.C. Wetherill, manager; 
Pope ateman, superintendent, 
worked in a systematic * manner; 
the underground surveys are posted 
every month. The same c:mpany 
owns 220 acres of land in the west end 
of the city, 80 acres of which is being 
worked as the Kohinoor Mines. 
Among the new mines in 1892 near 
Joplin the most prominent is the Rex 
Mining and Smelting Company, with 
a capital of $1,000,000, and with 1,000 
acres of land. Work was commenced 
in October, 1891, on this property, 
the Crossman Brothers and Porter 
Mining Company, which reached ore 
at 65 teet, the Stillwell Lead and Zinc 
Company. the American,the Gotham, 
the Bishop, the Columbian, the Jer- 
sey, the Heddens, the Crossman, the 
Rich Hill, St. Joseph and other com- 
panies leasing from one to five lots 
each, such as the McKee and MclIn- 
tire. Bell Boy, Pemberton, Luuretia, 
Gregory, Royal, Victoria, Keller and 
Randall. There are now five ore 
dressing plants in operation repre- 
senting a total cost of about $35,000. 

There are now about 50 producing 
shafts which give an output of 260 to 
300 tons of zinc ore weekly. The 
American Mining Company, locally 
known as F. M. Sharp’s mine, has 
‘made the important discovery of a 
large deposit of boulders of zinc ore, 
The development, second in import. 
ance is that of the Ruby Mining and 
Smelting Company. This company is 
now producing 50 tons weekly from 
its 80 aere tract. 

The owners of this property, secur- 
ing a lease of 40 acres in the south 
end of Joplin, have spent the past five 
months in development work. They 
now have five shafts in ore, and have 
completed a large concentrating mill. 
At what is locally known as the Tan- 
yard and Gordon Hallon district, 
great progress has been made in open- 
ing up undeveloped lands, the most 
prominent of which is the Scotia 
mine, owned and operated by Ool. H. 
H Gregg. This property contains 80 
acres. e are reliably informed that 
over 1,200 tons of zine ore have been 
sold from this land during the year. 

The old mines of the Webb City and 
Carterville district, such as the Cen- 
ter Creek, the Sucker Flats, the 
Tracy, the Ashcraft, Reynolds and 
the Noble, have made asteady output 
throughout the year. The Carterville 
portion of the district has madea 
rapid advance in output. This is 
due to the unimpaired output 
- of the old mines and the open- 
ing of new Psa ey The output of 
the entire Webb City-Carterville dis- 
trict has rarely fallen below $35,000 
weekly. Directly north of this is 
Oronogo, the oldest mining camp in 
Jasper county. Work in this camp 
has been revived during 1892, and de- 
velopment has opened up some large 
deposits of both lead and zinc ore, 
Seven miles north of this is the Alba, 








Here in the past year very little min- 
ing, but surface work has been done, 
but during 1892 an ore dressing plant 
was built, and as a result the mines 
have made an average output of 40 
tons weekly. South of this are the 
Pleasant Valley and Oarthage mines. 
Here no particular improvement has 
occurred. About 25 miles southeast 
of Carthage is found the new camp of 
Wentworth, on the line between New- 
ton and Lawrence counties. This 
place has been opened up during 1892, 
and makes a good showing. Twenty 
miles east of this is the prosperous 
and steady producing mining district 
of Aurora, According to shipments 
of ore from this place, the production 
of lead, zinc and silicate ore averaged 
nearly $12,000 per week. 

In the old Granby mining district, 
where mining for lead has been car- 
ried on by the Granby Mining and 
Smelting Company foralmost 465 years, 
a considerable amount of develop- 
menthas been done by prospectors 
and the Granby company. To the 
south and southeast the Granby com- 
pany has drilled holes to a depth of 
200 ft., and has discovered good de- 
posits of zinc ore. 

Galena, Cherokee County, Kan., is 
located at the extreme west of this 
lead and zine mining belt, but, like 
all the other points, has maintained a 
steady output of both lead and zinc. 
The extremely heavy rains in the 
early part of the yearalmost drowned 
out the old mines on the south side, 
the Galena and the Bonanza’s land. 
This greatly restricted the output at 
the beginning of the year, but in the 
end proved a benefit, as it caused the 
prospecting in new and undevelopet 
lands to the west and southwest. De- 
velopments has proved these lands to 
be rich, A very large and modern 
zinc smelter has been built at Galena, 
and last week made its first shipment 
of spelter. 

In 1891 the output was 28,368,408 lbs 
of lead ore, and 2749751,857 lbs of zinc 
ore; in 1892 this was increased to 
48,252,890 lbs of lead ore, and 312 - 
800,000 lbs of zine ore. The figures 
for 1892 are estimated for the last two 
weeks of the year. 

From the best information obtain- 
able the stock of zine ore in the hands 
of the mine operators ready for mar- 
ket was about 3,500 tons at the close 
of the year.—Engineering and Mining 
Journal,

There are perhaps few substances 
more widely, if indirectly, used and 
at the same time less known to those 
outside the immediate industry con- 
cerned than gambier. The very name 
is unfamiliar to the general public, 
while any knowledge of the origin 
and mode of preparation of gambier 
is uncommon. 

Gambier is very extensively em- 
ployed in the dyeing and tanning in- 
dustries, and a large number of ma- 
terials and articles of daily use have 
in the course of their munufacture 
been treated with the substance under 
consideration, Gambier is, moreover, 
a valuable medicine, and the more 
earefully prepared qualities are 
largely used in cases of diarrhoea, 
dysentery, relaxed throat, ete. 

Similar in chemical composition to 
ordinary catechu, gambieris obtained 
by boiling the leaves and twigs of the 

ncearia gambir plant, a native of the 
east, and found either wild or culti- 
vated in the Straits Settlements and 
Johore, as well as in Java and Su. 
matra. Uncaria gambir belongs to 
the natural order Rubiacew, in which 


quinine teeing plants, as well as 
coffee. he flowers are small and 





are also embraced the cinchonas or 


crowded together, and the plant it- 
self is a strong, shrubby climber. 
Gambier appearsto have been used 
in India for dyeing purposes from a 
very remote period, but its introduc- 
tion into Europe commenced with the 
present century. 

The manufacture of gambier is still 
conducted on very primitivelines and 
with the crudest appliances. A plan- 
tation is generally cropped some 
eighteen months after being planted, 
aud cropping may be repeated as often 
as four times a year, the operation 
being ofttimes conducted with no 
sparing hand. The remaining pro- 
cess is exceedingly simple. he 
leaves, twigs, etc., are boiled in a 
rough cauldron until the water in 
which they are steeped becomes 
syrup. The extract is then drawn off, 
cooled and stirred until crystalization 
commences. The gambier is then 
cut by hand into cubes, dried either 
by simple exposure to the air or by 
smoke, and packed in mats for expor- 
tation. 

The life of a gambier plantation 
averages only some ten years, and in 
fifteen years at latest it is abandoned. 
The capital required is very small, 
and the returns are rapid; hence the 
favor with which the industry is re- 
garded by the Chinese. 

Gambier has a pale brown or yellow 
color, with an even, earthy fracture, 
the cubes of commerce being about 
an inch square. There is much vari- 
ation in the quality of the gambier 
offered for sale, and the art of adul- 
teration has penetrated this branch 
of industry. 

At one time there are stated to have 
been 800 plantations in Singapore 
alone, and the amount of gambier 
imported into Great Britain from the 
Straits Settlements and Johore is no 
less than 20,000 tons per annum, 
Gambier is undoubtedly a valuable 
commercial product, and improved 
appliances and management of the 
plantations can hardly fail to develop 
aay at no distant period. 

hile to-day gambier is probably 
most extensively used for backing silk, 
it is rapidly coming into use for tan- 
ning purposes. As it can be raised so 
cheaply in this part of the world and 
grows 80 luxuriantly, I think that in 
time that it will take the place of 
hemlock bark, which is so rapily dis- 
appearing in the United States. Itis 
to be hoped that while it is on exhibi- 
tion at Chicago by the Sultan of Jo- 
hore our manufacturers will give it a 
thorough trial. 

In 1891, 540,000 piculs (1 picul— 
133 1-3 pounds) of gambier,not includ- 
ing cube, were purchased locally in 
Singapore. The greatest import was 
from Johore, which sent to Singapore 


392,161 piculs, against 424,226 piculs 
in 1890. The following is the export 
for the years 1887-91:

The Affairs of the Widnes Alkali Com- 
pany. 


The hearing of this motion com- 
menced in the Chancery Court of 
Lancashire, sitting in Manchester, on 
Tuesday,before the acting Vice-Chan- 
cellor. It was a motion arising out 
of the voluntary liquidation of the 
Widnes Alkali Company. The mo- 
tion had reference to a sum of £45,000. 
Mr. Radford said the Widnes Alkali 
Company was incorporated in 1865 
under the Companies Act, 1862, with 
a capital of £20,000 in 2,000 shares. 
Overtures were made in the early part 
of 1890 by the Chemical Union for the 
purchase of the business of the 
company for £345,000. The Chem- 
ical Union was a syndicate formed 
for the purpose of acquiring 
businesses such as that carried on by 
the Alkali Company. A meeting of 
the shareholders was held on the 15th 
of January, 1890, at which a resolu- 
tion was carried unanimously agree- 
ing to sell for £345,000. It was also 
resolved that in the even of the sale 
being completed a sum of £45,000 
should be given to the three directors 
for “loss of position.’’ Neither of 
the present applicants was present at 
the meeting. The sale was effected, 
and the Chemical Union had since be- 
come the United AlkaliCompany, The 
motion was that the £45,000 paid to 
the directors should be returned to 
the shareholders of the original com- 
pany. Mr. Radford contended that 
the resolution in no way bound his 
clients, first, because the notice con- 
vening the meeting did not call the 
attention of the shareholders to the 
fact that it was proposed to deal with 
the sum of £45,000; secondly. because 
it was beyond the power of a general 
meeting to vote money in this way 
unless it conucded to the advantage of 
the company as a going concern, and 
was for the benefit of the sharehold- 
ers generally; and _ thirdly, be- 
cause the money was not bona fide 
voted by way of compensation for 
loss of position, being far beyond 
what the directors would have been 
entitled to even if they had a legal 
claim against the company for wrong 
dismissal. Mr. Barlow and Mr. 
Wilde, had since become directors of 
the United Alkali Company at the 
same salary as they received from 
she old company, viz., £1,500. The 
purchase money has been paid in 
shares of the new company, distrib- 
uted so far as £300,000 was concerned 
pro rata among the share-holders of 
the old company. The £45,000 
divided among the directors was also 
in shares. The case was adjourned. 
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The Norway Cod Fishery, 


The following report on the cod 
fishery of Norway was recently made 
by the British Consul at Christiania: 

The total quantity of our fisheries 
in Lofoten, Finmarken, and Romsdal 
is estimated at 45,000,000 of cod, of 
which 35,000,000 were prepared as 
split cod, and 11,000,000 as round fish, 
as against 60,000,000 in the preceding 
year—44,000,000 split cod and 16,000,- 
000 round fish. 8 kroner to 8 kroner 50 
ore per 40 ib. was paid for split cod, 
but the prices subsequently fell, partly 








in consequence of the good fishing in 
Newfoundland, and partly in conse- 
re of great competition in the 

ortuguese and South Spanish mar- 
kets, combined with the falling rate 
of exchange for Portuguese and Span- 
ish money. Round fish fetched at the 
beginning of the season 12 kroner for 
the finest sorts, but in autumn the 
prices of the finer qualities fell con- 
siderably, causing the coarser qualit- 
ies, especially “Italian assortment,” 
to be sold at full prices. The supply 
is now exhausted. 

Fish oil was, at the fall of the year, 
held at relatively high prices; the 
limited results of the Lofoten fishing 
caused in Aprila still further advance, 
viz., 52 kroner for raw medicinal oil, 
48 kroner for white, 45 kroner for 
brown-white, and 32 kroner for brown 
oil. But as later arrivals came into 
the market the prices gradually fell, 
and are now noted at 44 kroner for 
raw medicinal oil, 37 kroner for white, 
$5 kroner for brown-white, and 28 
kroner for brown oil. The produce 
of the fisheries for the year was only 
45,800 barrels, as against 80,000 bar- 
relsin the preceding year. It was 
also distinctly seen this year that 
prices in foreign markets are not de- 
pendent alone on our fisheries. 

Fish-roe fetched high prices in the 
spring, notwithstanding the large 
stocks left in store in France from 
last year. Prices commenced at 25 
kroner per barrel, but a fall occurred 
in August, and at present a price of 
about 21 kroner only can be noted. 
The export from Bergen was 27,000 
barrels, as against 65,000 last year. 

Laurvig and the neighboring coast 
were, during the end of October and 
beginning of November, visited by 
immense shoals of herrings, and there 
was caught a larger quantity than in 
any of the preceding 10 years. The 
visits of the herrings are very irregu- 
Jar, so the population was badly pre- 

ared to receive them. Steamers, 

owever, soon brought ready made 
barrels and salt, every available quay 
accommodation was used, and good 
protits were realised, as well as by the 
men actually engaged in the fishing 
(of whom comparatively few were pro- 
fessional fishermen) as by the hands 
occupied with ae and putting the 
fish awayin ice. In fact, it was a 
godsend for the poorer people of the 
town and the surrounding district. 
There was in all exported 1,120 tons, 
besides the large quantities consumed 
at home.

Cottonseed Oil.—The market during 
the past week has shown considerable 
weakness, resulting in a decline of 
fully 7c per gallon in both crude and 
refined oils, it became evident that 
all a. was taken from the mar- 
ket when one or two buyers withdrew 
their bids, and allowed holders of 
small parcels on dock to seek other 
outlets, thus forcing the price of crude 
down to 49@50c, at which several 
small lots were placed. No doubt the 
decline in lard and tallow, the former 
%c per lb, and the latter about %c per 
lb contributed in a measure its share 
to depress values. Then again, the 
report that about 3,000 bbls of prime 
refined oil'was to be returned from 
Trieste and Marseilles, which had 
been bought by parties here at 80 frs, 
or about 54c, hada ee! to weaken 
the market, as it supplied a de- 
mand that would have been filled 
from stucks that were accumulating 
here. Then again the financial out- 
look and the uncertainty of the silver 
question, and a heavy decline in rail- 
road and other industrial stocks, has 
had a great deal to do with 
the present situation of the mar- 
ket.

whether this decline is merely an ef- 
fort on the part of consumers to hold 
aloof from the market in order to re- 
duce prices snd get oil cheaper. COer- 
a after 57 cents was offered for 
oil the other day there were practi- 
cally no bids until 50 cents was 
reached, most buyers saying the 
were not at all interested in oil unt 
they could buy at 50 cents. We have 
steadily advised our friends for some 
time past to sell upon every firm mar- 
ket, and the prices touched for lard 
have certainly reduced consumption 
and the trade in compound lard is re- 
stricted. Nevertheless it is real 
that it must be restricted, and as the 
demand for lard is such as to require 
all of the cotton seed oil there may be 
for sale this season. Prices to day 
are at figures that are only justified 
by the scarcity of all grease, and it is 
evident that our cotton seed oil mar- 
ket will be ruled very largely by the 
demand, or lack of demand from lard 
refiners, unless prices shall touch a 
point that oil can go into its other 
ordinary channels of consumption. 
The market closes weak and de- 
moralized and the lots of oil 
that are on the dock are pressing 
prices down. We quote prime crude 
oil at 48@50c; off crude oil at 45c, 
nominal, no bids being made; prime 
summer yellow at 56@58c; off sum- 
mer yellow 52@53c,nominal ; tankings 
at 3%4c; soap stock at 2%0.”

- The Whale Fishery of Norway. 


The following report on the whaling 
industry of Norway is made by the 
British consul at Christiania :— 

Twenty-seven steamers, measuring 
821 register tons, caught 704 whales 
on the coast of Finmarken, giving 
about 2,500 tons of oil, which mostly 
has been sold in Scotland at £19 per 
ton, average price. 

Mr. Svend Foyn sent one of his 
sealing steamers as a tender to a 
whaling steamer off the coast of Ice- 
land last. spring, but the sealing 
steamer was wrecked on the coast of 
Iceland and totally lost at the very 
beginning of the season. Mr. Foyn 
intends to try again this year with 
another steamer. 

Eight steamers on the coast of Ice- 
land have caught 206 whales, of which 
10 were ‘‘north capers,’ ’ whose whale- 
bone is now worth about £2,000 per 
ton. 

Twenty-two steamers got 50 whales 
in the Sleeve, during November and 
December Jast. 

A new oil manure factory has been 
built at Tinvik, on the island of No- 
tero; they also intend to erect a re- 
eany in connection with this oil fac- 

ory.

Textile Soaps. 


_ In our last December’s issue a few 
remarks were made in regard to the 
soaps which were used in the manu- 
facture and treatment of the various 
textile fabrics. The subject is so wide 
that it may not be out of place to sup- 
plement that paper bya more detailed 
account of the soaps which are used 
in the most widely practiced process 
of any mentioned, viz., the fulling 
and scouring of woolen goods. Soaps 
occupy an important place in the 
manufacture of other textiles, but no 
one will deny thut itis in the fulling 
and washing of woolens that their use 
is most extended and most widely 
known, 

To begin with, there are two great 
elasses of soaps that are used in the 
wet finishing room upon woolen 
goods, and these are hard soaps, that 
is, those made with a soda alkali, and 
soft soaps, those made with a potash 
alkali. For some unknown reasons, 
the use of the furmer is much more 
general than that of the latter. In 
England, however, and on the Cunti- 
nent, the preference is in favor of the 
soft soap. 

Not only is there a difference in the 
essential composition of the soaps, 
but there has come in recent years to 
be a difference alsoin the method of 
making the soap. The most com- 
monly employed method is, beyond a 
doubt,that in which the fat and alkali 
are worked together with a high tem- 
perature by boiling. The more recent, 
but much less commonly practiced 
method, is that in which this ipter- 
mixture takes place at a normal tem- 

rature and without the aid of any 

eat. This last method seems to be 
gaining favor, but it is not at all gen- 
erally practiced, probably for the 
reason that, unless it is very carefully 
carried out and all the ingredients are 
correct, the results will not be a suc- 
cess. 

In making a hard soap by the boil- 
ing process the first step is to make 
the lye. A quantity of soda is boiled 
in a vessel of water and dissolved, 
and when enough soda has been 
adaed to make the lye stand at 17° 
Tw., pure caustic lime is added (about 
half as much as there were soda,) and 
when this is boiled it is ready for use. 
The tallow or grease is in another 
vessel and the lye is gradually poured 
in while the whole is kept boiling. 
Enough of the lye is added to com- 
pletely saponify the grecse, and,when 
this has been accomplished. the spent 
lye that runs off will be of just the 
same alkaline stren;th as that which 
is added at first. A small quan- 
tity of common salt is added 
and the impurities pass away. 
If run into barrels or moulds and 
allowed to stand for atime, the soap 
is ready for use either for fulling or 
scouring purposes when properly pre= 
pared in liquor form. The above, as 
stuted before, is the most co nmon 
method employed and the figures as 
to the exact amount of the ingredients 
will vary according to the needs and 
uses of the grades of grease, oil or 
tallow employed. 

By the second named process pro- 
ceed as follows: First, make the lye 
as before, Nine gallons of soft water 
and 20 pounds of pure powdered 
caustic soda are stirred together and 
cooled. At normal temperature, 
which will be about 80 degrees F, 
the tallow, say 150 pounds is now 
melted, and when it stands at about 
120 degrees F. aslow stream of the 
lye is poured in aud all is slowly 
stirred. A quarter of an hour’s 
stirring will be likely to be enough to 
thoroughly combine the two. The 
stitriug must not be continued be- 
yond the point of combination or dis- 
astrous results will ensue, This is 
one cause of occasional failure. After 
the soap is poured off and allowed to 
stand for a few days it will be in good 
shape to use on ordinary woolens. If 
it is decided to use all alkaii when 
the liquor is prepnens sal soda will 
work admirably. 

A hard soap for fulling will work 
well if made with a lye as follows: 
Eight pounds of pure powdered caus- 
tic soda, 4 pounds potash and 20 gal 
lons soft water, with about 75 pounds 
of tallow, will bring out a goud soap 
witbout boiling and it will combine 
the qualities of potash with those of 
soda in a way that is by no means un- 
desirable. 

Now with regard to potash soaps a 
detailed description may be given of 
afew examples. Differences are al- 
ways liable to exist which may de- 
mand slight changes in the figures, 
but the finisher can judge for himself 
where these are necessary. For ordi- 
nary work the soaps described will be 
found toact well, as they are all more 
or less in common use to-day.

the sane. The easiest and the best 
,method that is known for making a 
on soap is that in which the com- 

ination of the ingredients is effected 
at a normal temperature, and since it 
has become possible to obtain a pure 
caustic potash, this process has been 
adopted quite generally among boil- 
ers and makers of soap. 

Take five gallons of water in an 
earthenware vessel and stir into it 50 
pounds of pure powdered caustic pot- 
ash. The liquid at once becomes 
quite hot, but let it cool to about 80° 
F., as in the case of the soda. Now 
prepare the tallow and oil in another 
vessel, say 20 pounds of the former 
aad 20 gallons of the latter, and when 
these are melted and cooled they are 
ready for the lye. As with the soda 
soap this lye is gradually but contin- 
uously poured into the melted oil and 
the whole is stirred at the same time 
until the ingredients are completely 
and perfectly combined. The whole 
is then covered up in barrels and al- 
lowed to stand as long as practicable, 
say two or three weeks, after which it 
is ready for use. This soapis good. 
Itis strong and well concentrated 
and, if desired even stronger, can be 
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made so by adding a little refined 
pearlash in the process or in the liq- 
uor prepared later. To make it 
stronger, too, it is a good plan to use 
less oil in its manufacture, or to add 
&@ quantity of carbonate of potash as 
afree alkali when the soap is used, 
either at the fulling mills or washers. 

If it happens that this soap is too 
strong for certain colors, as indeed it 
ae prove to be, it can be reduced by 
boiling or wetting with water. Itcan 
be made to resemble very closely the 
ordinary soft soap obtained from a 
soap maker a boiling it with 25 per 
cent. of its we = of water; that is, 
for three pounds of soap add a pound 
of water, and, after standing, it will 
be found to be in good condition for 
use. 


When a soft soap is used care must 
be taken not to get soda or soda ash 
in any form, either into its make up 
or in connection with itin the fulling 
mills or washers. In remelting a 
soap with water a positive advantage 
is gained, as it has the effect of com- 
pletely saponifying any traces of oil 
that may be present, and any traces 
of free alkali are also done away with. 
Ip many soft soaps this is an abso- 
lute defect. Free alkali always hin- 
ders the perfect working of the soap 
and unsaponified oil leaves and un- 
natural smell on the _— treated by 
it.—Industrial Record.

The Constitution of the Alkaloids.

During the centuries that disease 
has been combated by drugs and 
medicines, no person, be he doctor, 
alchemist, or chemist, until the be- 
Genie of the nineteenth century, 

ad any idea as towhat the efficacy 
ofany given drug was due. It was 
at the time when chemistry was re- 
ceiving its first rays of enlightening 
sunshine, cast upon it from the seru- 
tinizing and far-seeing brains of a 
Lavoisier, a Dalton and a Berzelius; 
when it was still germinating in the 
dark confines of a chaotic earth, but 
just prepared to burst its enveloping 
shell and blossom into that beautiful 
and attractive hardy plant, scientia 
chemiz. It was in 1806 that the Ger- 
man pharmacist, Serturner, isolated 
from opium, morphine and meconic 
acid. No one attached any import- 
ance to the discovery, and it was not 
untilin 1817 his investigations were 
republished under the title, ‘‘Mor- 
phine a new vegetable base and Me- 
conic acid, the principal constituents 
of opium,” that publid attention was 
aroused. Serturner pointed out the 
decided alkaline properties of mor- 
phine, characterising it definitely as 
a vegetable base very much resembl- 
ing ammonia. ‘Che idea dawned upon 
the minds of chemists that perhaps 
other drugs might contain similar 
bases, and they went to work to test 
the truth of their surmise. The re- 
sult was that many such bases were 
soon isolated, and between the years 
1817 and 1835 no less than twenty-five 
new alkaloids sprung into existence, 
and in the following order: 

1806, morphine, by Serturner; 1817, 
narcotine, by Robiquet ; 1818, veratrine 
by Meissner ; 1818, strychnine, by Pel- 
letier and Caventon ; 1819, brucine, by 
Pelletier and Caventon ; 1819, piperine 
by Oersted; 1819, delphinine, by 
Brandes; 1820, cinchonine, by 
Pelletier and Caventon ; 1820, quinine, 
by Pelletier and Caventon; 1820, 
solanine, by Desfosses; 1824, cheli- 
donine, by Godefrey ; 1826, corydaline, 
by Wackenroder ; 1826, berberive, b 
Chevallier and Pelletan; 1827, coni- 
cine, by Giesecke ; 1828, nicotine, by 
Poesel. snd Reimann ; 1829, aricine, by 
Pelletier and Corriol; 1529, sanguin- 
arine, by Dana; 1832, codeine, by 
Robiquet; 183%, narceine, by Pelletier: 
1833, quinidine, by Henry and Del- 
ondre ; 1833, atropine, by Geiger and 
and Hesse; 1833, hyoscyamine, by 
Geiger and Hesse ; 1833, aconitine, by 
Geiger and Hesse ; 1833, colchicine, by 
Geiger and Hesse; 1835, pseudomor- 
phine, by Pelletier and Thiboumery: 
1835, thebaine, by Pelletier and Thi- 
boumery, etc. ete. 

These alkaloids were, in most cases, 
analysed by Liebig, Gerhardt, Laur- 
cnt, and Regnault, and their empir- 
ical formulas given, asin the case of 
morphine, C,,H,,NO,, ete. 

As in case of nearly every chemical 
compound during this early period of 
chemistry, only the composition was 
determined, no one troubling himself 
much about the constitution of com- 
pounds. In a short time, however, 
the fertile brain of Berzelius evolved 
a theory of the constitution of chem- 
ical compounds based upon the elec- 
trical conditions and properties of the 
various elements, generally known as 
the electro-chemical theory. Other 
theories followed soon after, accom- 
panied,each and every one of them, 
by a long and often lively discussion 
in the journals of the time. Most of 
these compounds were, however, in- 
organic, while some of the simpler 
organic compounds were also con- 
sidered. No one, however, made an 
onslaught on the numerous class of 
alkaloids, despite their value, import- 
ance, and oe similarity in com- 
position. his is quite natural if we 
consider that fundamental questions 
of the constitution of compounds had 
first to be settled-—a firm basis had 
firet to de established before such 
complex bodies as alkaloids could be 
attacked. As a result the simpler 
bodies, such as aleohol, benzene, 
ether, chloroform, aniline, ete., were 
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first studied thoroughly and_ their 
mutual relation established. Berze- 
lius explained alkaloids as compounds 
containing ammonia united to an in- 
different group, while Liebig ex- 
plained them by saying they were 
amidogen compounds, i. @., com- 
pounds containing amidogen, NH,, 
united to another radical, which 
latter varied, then, for the 
various alkaloids; or in other 
words, they were all derived from 
ammonia by having an atom of the 
latter substituted by some other rad- 
ical. The first great step in advance 
in this chapter of the alkaloids was 
taken in 1848, when Hofmann, the late 
lamented professor of chemistry in 
the University of Berlinin Germany, 
and Wurtz in Paris, by their brilliant 
work upon the substituted ammonias, 
showed that the latter were all de- 
rived from ammonia by the substitu- 
tion in the latter of the hydrogen 
atoms by various radicals, They 
showed conclusively that the three 
hydrogen atoms of ammonia are all 
capable of being substituted by other 
elements and radicals, and that they 
all bear the same relation to the nit- 
rogen atom. Besides this they showed 
the distinction between primary, 
secondary, and tertiary amines, and 
especially the fact that all alkaloids 
were tertiary amines. 

In 1846, Anderson, an English chem- 
ist, had obtained as a product of the 
dry distillation of bones, an oil which 
he termed bone oil, containing a num- 
ber of substances, mostly of a basic 
character. From this bone oil he iso- 
lated, in particular, a basic substance 
having the formula C,H,N, to which 
he gave the name of pyridine. Some 
years previously Runge discovered in 
coal tar, by subjecting it similarly to 
dry distillation, a base which he 
named quinoline, and of which he 
found the formula to be O,H,N, but 
whose relation to pyridine was not 
discovered until later. Gerhardt had 
already, in 1842, obtained quinoline 
as a product of the distillation of 
strychnine, cinchonine, and quinine 
with alkalies, later on it was found 
that the same quinoline is obtained 
when morphine, berberine, and bruc- 
ine are similarly treated. From this 
time the intimate relation of aa 
all alkaloids with quinoline or pyrid- 
ine became more and more apparent, 
and chemists began to think that 
alkaloids were derivatives of these 
two hydrocarbons. Even the product 
of oxidation of alkaloids, usually 
acids, when distilled with lime or 
when simply heated, yielded pyridine 


or quinoline. In order to verify or 
disprove the theory that alkaloids are 
derivatives of pyridine, chemists now 
applied the principle of synthesis, 
and by starting wi ee strove 
to build up alkaloids. It is not many 
years ago that this work was done, 
and that artificial alkaloids, notably 
coniine, atropine, and piperidine, were 
made and found to iden- 


tical in every wer with the 
naturally occurring alkaloids. The 
German chemist Ladenburg, now 


Professor at the University of Bres- 
lau, has become especially prominent 
in this chapter of chemistry, and his 
successful synthesis of alkaloids well 
merited the universal admiration they 
received. It was, of course, neces- 
sary to determine exactly the con- 
stitution of the alkaloid in question 
before any successful attempt to 
make it could be made. For sim- 
plicity sake let us take the case of the 
first artificially prepared alkaloid. 
and trace up as closely as possible 
just how the work was done. The 
alkaloid was coniine, Hoffmann 
had in 1n 1884 elucidated the consti- 
tution of coniine after a long series 
of investigations, resulting in the 
formation of a host of pew com- 
pounds, whole classes of them, such 
as the em py the coniceines, etc. 
He showed that coniine was a-propyl 
piperidine—which, since piperidine 
was known to be hexahydropyridine, 
means that coniine is a-propyl-hexa- 
hydropyridine. 

Starting with a-picoline, which is 
a*-methyl-pyridine. he treated this 
with acetic aldehyde (OH,.OHO.), and 
thus formed a-allyl pyridine. On re- 
ducing this by means of hydrogen 
generated by the action of metallic 
sodium on alcohol containing the 
a-allyl pyridine in solution, he ob- 
tained coniine. 

This product was identical with nat- 
ural coniine in every way, save that 
it was optically inactive, that is, did 
not turn the plane of polarized light 
when the latter was passed through 
it. Ladenburg now converted his 
optically inactive coniine into opti- 
cally active coniine by taking advan- 
tage of the well known fact that the 
mixture in equal parts of the dextro- 
rotatory and levo-rotatory com- 
pounds produces optically inactive 
compounds. The problem then re- 
solved itself into the splitting of the 
inactive coniine into dextroand levo-

making aconiine dextro-tartrate, that | On this principle t 


is, combining coniine with dextro- 
rotatory tartaric acid. On carefully 
and fractionally reorystallizing his 
salt he obtained two coniine tartrates 
of different solubility, which he sepa- 
rated. From these he obtained two 
coniines, one of which was dextro- 
rotatory coniine, and the other levo- 
rotatory coniine. Thus we see how, 
starting with pyridine, Ladenburg 
obtained a coniine identical in every 
respect with natural coniine, This 
was the beginning of the alkaloid era, 
the era in which we now are, and the 
era which has already given us the 
constitution of nicotine, trigonelline, 
atropine, cocaine, pilocarpine, papav- 
erine, narcotine, cotarnine, hydras- 
tine and berberine. Nicotine was at- 
tacked and its constitution elucidated 
by Cahours and Etard, and that of 
a was similarly elucidated 
by Jahns and Hantzsch. 

The constitution of atropine we owe 
to Landenburg, while Einhorn showed 
that cocaine was methyl-benzoyl- 
ecgonine, and that oe was 
re oy a ug eins <A -b-oxyprop- 
ionic acid. The constitution of pilo- 
carpine we owe to Hardy and Calmels, 
that of papaverine to Goldschmidt, 
and that of narcotine to Wegscheider. 
Hydrastine, the so-called white alka- 
loid of hydrastis canadensis, owes its 
formula to the excellent work of 
Freund, and finally berberine, its 
sister alkaloid, is indebted for its ex- 
istence as a definitely known com- 

ound to W. H. Perkin, jr., the young 

nglish chemist who has but re- 
cently been elected Professorof chem- 
istry at Manchester University to 
succeed the late Professor Schorlem- 
mmer. In a later article I suppose to 
trace in detail as far as that is possi 
ble the work of Dr. Martin Freund on 
hydrastine, in order to show exactly 
how the problem of the determination 
of the constitution of alkaloids is at- 
tacked and successfully finished.

The Analysis of Soap. 
BY DR. H. T. VULTE. 


Gladding’s method for the deter- 
mination of rosin depends upon the 
fact that silver resinate is quite solu- 
ble in ethyl ether, while the silver 
— of the fat acids (with a 
partial exception in the case of the 
oleate) are but slightly so. Dissolve 
about 0°5 gramme of the mixed fat 
acids in 20 c.c. of strong alcohol, and 
add a slight excess of soda solution, 
wey | phenolphthaleiu as indicator. 
Boil for a few minutes to insure com- 
plete saponification, cool and mix 
with ether in a graduated cylinder 
eeehesees making bulk up to 100c.c, 
To this solution add 1 gramme of 
finely powdered AgNO, and shake 
for ten minutes or more. After sett- 
ling draw off 50 c. c. of *the solution 
(filtering if necessary) into another 
cylinder. Insure complete precipita- 
tion by again adding a little powdered 
AgNO, and shaking. Then add 20cc. 
of dilute HOI (1:2) to decompose the 
silver resinate. Allow to settle and 
then draw off an aliquot part of the 
ethereal solution and evaporate in a 
tared dish. From the weight of resin 
and oleic acid thus obtained deduct 
0°00235 gram. (oleic acid) for every 
10 cco, of solution taken. The re- 
mainder represents resin, 

Twitchell’s method for the estima- 
tion of rosin in its mixtures with fatty 
acids. When fatty acids are dis- 
solved in absolute alcohol and treated 
with hydrogen chloride, their ethereal 
salts are formed. Rosin treated in 


the same way a no change, 

e author has 
based his process, which may be con- 
ducted either gravimetrically or 
volumetrically. The gravimetric 
method is carried out as follows: 2 
or 3 grms, of the mixture of fatty 
acid and rosin is dissolved in ten 
times its volume of absolute alcohol 
and dry hydrogen chloride is passed 
os in a moderate stream, 
the flask being placed in a 
vessel with water to keep it 
cool, The gas is rapidly absorbed, and 
after about 45 minutes the ethereal 
salts separate and float on the solu- 
tion. After vee for half an hour 
longer, the liquid is diluted with five 
times its bulk of water and boiled 
until the acid solution is clear, the 
ethereal salts, with rosin in solution, 
floating on top. To this is added 
some light petroleum, and the whole 
transferred to a separating funnel, 
the flask being washed out with rm 
petroleum. e acid liquid is then 
run off, and the light petroleum solu- 
tion washed once more with water 
and then treated in the funnel with a 
solution of 0.5 gram. of potassium hy- 
droxide 5cc. of alcohol in 50cc. of water. 
The rosin is immediately saponified, 
and the two layers separate com- 
pletely. The rosin soap solution 
can then be run off, and the rosin 
recovered, as usual, by the addition 
of an acid, The first stages of the 
volumetric method are similar to 
those of the gravimetric, with the ex- 
ception that the eontents of the flask 
are washed into the a. funnel 
with ether instead of light petroleum, 
and the ethereal solution is then 
thoroughly washed with water until 
all soluble aT is removed. 650cc, 
of neutral alcohol is then added, and 
the solution titrated with standard so- 
lution of sodium hydroxide. The test 
analyses are satisfactory. 

A few explanatory notes should be 
added: 

In the case of transparent soaps, 
and possibly some others, the loss by 
drying at 100° C., usually reckoned as 
water, may be partly alcohol. Drying 
at 120° will drive out essences (per- 
fume) as well as water. To some 
soaps Carnauba wax end, vaseline or 
products from petroleum are some- 
times added. The effect of the Oal- 
nauba wax is to conceal the presence 
of the petroleum’s compounds by 
rendering them soluble in alcohol or 
in water. 

Qualitative tests for free alkali or 
alkali carbonate in soap may be made 
by canes | a freshly cut surface with 
a drop of phenolphthalein solution or 
of mercuric chloride. The former 
gives a purplish red spot, the latter a 
brownish or reddish spot if either are 
present. If not the spot is white. 

For glycerine, Muters’ copper test 
is frequently used. It depends upon 
the principle that glycerine (in com- 
mon with many other organic sub- 
stances) will prevent the yn 
of a certain proportion of cupric hy- 
drate by alkaline hydrate. To the 
aqueous solution freed from fat acids, 
a strong solution of potassium hydrate 
is added, and then dilute CuSO, solu- 
tion until a fair amount of insoluble 
cupric hydrate remains iasoluble. The 
solution is made up to a known bulk, 
well shaken and set aside to settle; an 
aliquot portion is then drawn off, a 
very slight excess of HNO, added, and 
then a known volume of ammonia, 
and the solution titrated with KOy. 
The results are compared with similar 
results obtained on a solution contain- 
ing a weighed amount of glycerine. 

In the examination of that portion 
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of the soap insoluble in aleohol the 
titration of the water solution there- 
from with n/2 or n/10 acid, using 
methyl orange as indicator, will give 
the soda combined as carbonate, bor- 
ate, and silicate in the soap. 
ransparent soaps, sometimes sold 
as “glycerine,” soaps, may contain 
much cane sugar and practically no 
——. The cane sugar may be 
etermined my inversion with acid 
and using the Fehling test. In such 
cases the proportion of water is 
usually lower than with genuine gly- 
cerine soaps. 

Gelatin, if present in soap, may be 
determined in the portion insoluble 
in alcohol, = combustion with soda 
lime, or applying the Kjeldah! method 
for nitrogen. 

In calculating the results of the an- 
alysis it must be remembered that 
in the soap the fatty anhydrides are 
combined with sodium, whereas in 
the process of analysis these are de- 


termined as fatty acids and soda 


respectively. The result is that the 
sum of the fat acid and soda obtain- 
able from asoap is tvo or three per 


cent, more than the actual weight of 


the soap. To get approximately the 
fatty anhydrides the weight of the 
fat acids is usually multiplied by 0°97. 


It is best to report the percentages 
of both fat acids and fatty anby- 
drides.

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Manufacture of Bronze Powder.

many is manufactured in and near 
the cities of Furth and a 
Bavaria, perhaps a hundred estab- 
lishments being engaged, the factor- 
ies being generally located on some 
small stream, where water furnishes 
cheap power for driving the hammers 
and stamps.

Of this total perhaps $50,000 in value 
may have been of metal leaf of va- 
rious kinds, the export of which 
formerly was much — but now 
it is nearly suspended on account of 
the high duty. 

Bronze powder is composed of cop- 
per, tin, zinc and antimony melted in 
proper eoapeetons, and cast first into 
rods of half an inchin diameter and 
about three feet long. These rods are 
then rolled until about two inches 
wide, and then cut into suitable 
lengths for handling. These pieces 
then go to hammers, where they are 
beaten into a very small fraction of 
their former thickness, and are then 
taken to the sulphuric acid bath, 
where each sheet is washed to remove 
all impurities, rust and dirt. After 
being thoroughly dried the sheets are 
ayain hammered by steam hammers 
until no further reduction is possible, 
there being a limit to which machin- 
ery can be used. Up to this stage the 
treatment the metal receives, whether 
intended for metal leaf or powder, is 
identical, but now the process 
changes. If designed for metal leaf, 
the further beating must be done by 
hand; but if for bronze powder, the 
sheets go to shears, where they are 
cut up into small particles, and now 
become known as clippings. These 
are now ready for the stamp mills, 
which are run in batteries, enabling 
one man to run or attend fifty or 
more. When sufficiently pulverized, 
the powder is sifted in a peculiar 
manner, the heavier and better quali- 
ties going to one receptacle and the 
inferior grade to another. The cheaper 
qualities are mixed with quartz 
powder to enable them to be sold 
cheaply. 

The expense of manufacturing 
bronze powder rests largely in the 
production of the clippings, a great 
deal of hand work being required. 
Of late parties in the United States 
have begun the manufacture of 
bronze powder, and have purchased 
the raw material in Bavaria, which 
has excited fears that ultimately the 
manufacture will be successfully in- 
stalled there and the business 
here broken up. In order to pre- 
vent such a disaster to themselves,

The Albuminoids of Maize. 
BY DR. GEORGE ARCHIBOLD. 


Under this heading it was my first 
intention to have read an elaborate 
paper on the subject; but time and 
eircumstances at my command are 
such that this must be considered 
only preliminary; inasmuch as it in- 
volves a very important feature in the 
manufacture of starch from maize. 
According to published analysis of 
average corn which is used in the 
twenty-two principal factories en- 
gaged in the manufacture of starch, 
the total albuminoids consist of ten 
and one-half per cent of the maize. 
This includes what is commonly 
known as gluten, or nitrogen-yielding 
products, In the usual methods of 
making corn starch, it has been found 
advisable to macerate the corn under 
water at varying temperatures, with 
a view of softening the corn, and at 
the same time putting itin such a con- 
dition thatitcan be ground into a pul- 

y mass, and that all except the cellu- 
ose can be disintegrated from the 
mass. It will be obvious that a cer- 
tain amount of the albuminoids will 
escape a sieve or any mechanical 
method of separation. It will also be 
understood that the time required, 
varying from three days to a week, 
for the softening of the grain in ques- 
tion requires a temperature sufficient 
to resolve anything of an albuminoid 
nature itself into furthur compounds 
of a very complex nature. In view 
of these facts, I nave tried to find by 
direct investigation of the pure corn 
whether or not these albuminoids 


transpired. There has been a fair 
business of the old basis of 13@13%c 
as to holder.

2. THe Lamp.
